VICTIMS TELL ABOUT IT 


Dec. 27.—The details of the 


accident on the Grand Trunk near 
Wanstead last night have been receiv- 
ed. The trains in the collsion were 
the Pacific express and a freight. The 
|; express was running unusually fast to 


make up for lo»t time. The freight was 
endeavoring to make the siding to get 
clear of the express but failed. There 
vas a crash, the locomotives reared 
up and fell over in the ditch, the bag- 
gage car of the express train telescoped 
the smoker and in an instant the cries 
of the wounded filled the air. Twenty- 
eight persons are dead, while the in- 
jured will number considerably more, 
and many of these may died. Many of 
the dead were terribly mutilated. The 
responsibility for the accident is not 
definitely fixed, but it is believed to 
have been due to the telegraph opera- 
tor's error in delivering the train or 
ders. 
* The two Pullman sleepers remained 
on-the track and were converted into 
temporary hospitals and in these the 
wounded were placed.

Price says that in explanation of the 
mistake, the opeator says he under- 
stood he dispatcher to kill the order 
for the express to pass the freight, but 
it Is denied in the tdespatcher's office 
here that the order was killed.

The Manager's Statement 


Concerning; the increase Manager W. 


C. Armstrong aald: "We have put the 
price back to the place that It was soon 
after the last strike. In justice to our- 
selves, it should never have been cut a 
penny. We were compelled however to 
cut in order to get a little business. It 
has always been aald that Decatur coal 
was the highest drlced fuel in Decatur. 
Now we have the peculiar situation of 
Decatur coal being the cheapest coal 
on the market. We have been selling 
coal on the track for $2 per ton when 
the mines at all other places were sell- 
ing- It at 4S per ton. That to what they 
are demanding now, more than we 
get even when we add 25 cents to the 
price per ton. I want to call your at- 
tention to one thing and you can veri- 
fy what I say by looking over the files 
of your paper for the Herald comment- 
ted on It at the time. When we were 
forced by Illinois competition to sell 
coal at $2 per ton on the track In De- 
catur. the contract for furnishing coal 
to the state. Institution was given to 
Sprlngneld mine* at $1.20 per ton If I 
remember correctly. That was the price 
delivered at the Institutions so that 
when the cost of hauling and all the In- 
cidental expenses are figured out, It 
left the owner less than a dollar for 
hi* coat on the track. We were then 
sell coal ut $2 per ton. Evidently they 
could afford to sell coal a $1 per ton or 
tney would not have taken the con- 
tract. Now those name men are and for 
some time have been demanding $3 per 
ton for their coal and getting it. If they 
could sell coal for $1 par ton and make 
money what are they doing when they 
get three dollars p«r ton. In other times 
coal from those mines, that can really 
be operated at about half the cost of 
operating our place, came In and un- 
der sold us because they did not have 
a market for all the fuel they could 
produce. 
Now when tha demand Is 


greater than they can supply, and we 
wer« celling coal at less than they 
could get elsewhere, they will not let a 
pound of their fuel cam* here If they 
can avoid it. Formerly the owners of 
other mines laughed at the Decatur 
men and said, 'no wonder you can't 
•ell coal, you ask too much for It.' Now 
they complain and say that we arc aeit- 
ing too cheap." 


Orders Unfilled. 


Last night when the mines ceotted 


work for the day there were at least 
ICO orders for coal on the -books un- 
filled. At least half of the persons send- 
ing In the order* Maid that they had no 
coal. All of thextt persons must -wait 
their turn. Orders are filled in tho 
order in which they are received. 


The Old Bey Picket. 


At his home, at hlfl office and on the 


street last night Manager Armstrong 
•was Importuned by personal acquaint- 
ances to tilt orders out of turn. Fellows 
who had known htm for yearn called 
him by phone and said "Buy Clint. I'm 
out of coal. I want you to fill my order 
the first thing Monday morning." 


"Have to wait your turn," said the 


Manager. 


"Buy. say Clint, hid Is Bully Boy, 


ean't you do that much for me? I'm 
clear out you know." 


"Can't do It." said the manager and 


lie hung up the receiver. 


Contract First. 


Manager Armstrong said that th« 


only exceptions to the "take your turn" 
rule were those on contract coal. They 
were filled first. The coal which tho 
county sends to paupers conies under 
that heart. So while some man with a 
barrel of money mny be In a rage be- 


nis order must wait, an order 


for one of the paupers which was 
fifty order* behind his, is filled first. 


Miners Wanted. 


If the Decatur company could get 


them, the force of diggers would be 
largely increased. 
The statement is 


made, however, that every mine In the 
state is short of men and would em- 
ploy more If they could be bad. There 
are 260 mens of all kinds. $00 diggers, at 
present in the Decatur •hafts, Tho 
present output Is 650 tons dally. If the 
company would get all of the experl 
enced miners that could be handled on 
an eight hour shift, the output could be 
Increased to 1,000 tons per day. * 


At Nlantio. 


At the Nlantlc mine of the Decatur 


company there are fifty diggers em- 
ployed but they work only about half 
time because the 
railroad 
company 


cannot furnish cars enough to taka 
the output. 


Cleaned Completely. 


Manager Armstrong said that never 


In all of the twenty yeara that he has 
been connected with the Decatur coal 
company was the place so completely 
cleaned out of fuel as laat night When 
all of the atuff that is usually called 
coal has been cleaned out of the chutes 
many disappointed farmers who waited 
for hours and then failed to get coal, 
made an attack on the slack, took all 
that and then went after the sulphur 
pile. Everything was carried away. 


Wait For Hours. 


Yesterday 
teamsters 
and farmers 


actualy waited for hours about the 
shafts for their turn at the chutes. At 
one time there were more than one 
lundred wagons and vehicles of all de- 
scriptions about the chutes. People ac- 
tually came wlh buggies. They filled 
two or three sacks with coal and went 
away satisfied for the present 
Tho 


lam of struggling men was bound to 
end In a fight and one man appeared 
at the office of the state's attorney 
and asked for a warrant for the arrest 
of a teamster. The story of the com- 
plainant was that he ma.de no attempt 
o get to the chute out of his turn but 
bat when he drove In with his light 
wagon, another man tried to driye over 
ilm with a big coal wagon. Other men 
ook the head of the horse owned by 
he complainant and pulled him away 
o that he lost his turn and had his 
wagon broken down. Now he don't 
want coal but he wants satisfaction. 


Grief for the Manager. 


There is grief for the manager In 
Ight. The coal company hires a cer- 
aln number of teamsters to haul coal. 
They arc paid by the ton. When these 
men can get to the chutes as fast as 
hey return with an empty wagon they 


can make good wages. Dttrlng the rush 
of the last, few days they have bfea 
taking; their turns with the met!/who 
haul their ftp! in their own wagoni 
The company teamsters 'nave'pee*! 
compelled sometimes to wait for hours 
and as a result some days do net make 
wages for' a man with a' team. The; 
sent 'a committee to the manager ari< 
asked that company wagons be glvei 
the preference the moment that thaj 
came to the chutes. The manager de 
dined. He said that the other persons 
Who came to the chutes with their own 
wagons in right deserved to be waited 
on, in tfefcir" regular turn as they arriv 
ed. H» admitted that their seemed to 
be some justice In the demand of the 
teamsters but he did not sec how he 
could in justice to the other men refuse 
them their turn at the chutes. Th 
teamsters are not satisfied and if they 
should go on a strike as a result of the 
existing conditions it would not creut 
any surprise. 


Quit For Want of Coal. 


The Decatur 
Brick company had 


started out with the intention of op- 
erating their plant all winter long but 
were compelled to abandon that plan 
because of a scarcity of fuel, Now the 
members of that concern are Inte'restet 
in knowing if they can get fuel enough 
to burn tbe bricks which are now in 
the kilns. These bricks number per- 
haps 760,000 and Si least 400 tons of 
coal will be required to finish the kiln 
for market.

During the calendar year about to 


;lose the city of 
Decatur expended 


more money in laying 
water 
pipes 


than had been expended in any year 
for a long time. 


The replacing of the six-Inch with a 


twelve-Inch main on East Eldorado 
street from Broadway to Jasper street 
was one of the most important Im- 
provements undertaken by 
the city 


during the last year. While In ordi- 
nary times there was an ample sup- i 
ply of water east of Broadway on El- 
dorado, every time there was a fire 
there was a demonstration that the 
supply -was Insufficient for fire pro- 
tection. There should be no cause for 
complaint on that score in the future. 
The big rmitn gives to the owners of 
manufacturing establishments In the 
eastern part of the city'a feeling of 
greater security. They feel that they 
have better fire protection. The ex- 
tension of mains In other parts of the 
city has not only given to the people 
in the various, territories better flre 
protection but. these extensions have 
Increased the po»»lble number of con- 
sumers and little by little will each 


grade old brick sidewalks which are 
spotted with low places holding pools 
of water to the annoyance of pedes- 
trians. The persons who demand im- 
mediate attention for their particular 
piece of sidewalk sometime? 
forget 


that there are others. The report of 
Supt. D. T. Park shows that in the 
laat twelve months brick walks ag- 
gregating 2650 feet were brought to 
grade. 


When the long ordinances requiring 


the construction of new brick walks 
are annually read in the

I it not that the United States feels itself 


i part of the show, as represented by 
beautiful Mary Victoria Leiter Curzon, 
wife of the viceroy, who stands in the 
place of King Edward, to be crowned at 
Delhi. 
The word "durbar" is found 


Alike In the Hindoo, Turkish and Per- 
sian languages. "Darbar" Is another 
way to spell it, and "dar" means door, 
while "bar" means admission through 
that,door. Thence "darbar" came to 
mean an audience room of state and 
finally an official reception by the head 
of a state. A is not, however, specially 
as king of England that Edward -VII. 
Is crowned by proxy at Delhi, but as 
emperor of India, a much more gor- 
geous and imposing title. This durbar 
of 1902 has never been equaled in India. 
The one in 1877 at which Queen Victoria 
was proclaimed empress stands as the 
most magnificent oriental show western 
nations knew anything of up to the 
present time. But that was of a gen- 
eration ago. 
Since then the nations 


have progressed in luxury. We now 
know how to produce grander and more 
costly spectacles. Take, for example, 
the single item of Illumination. Not all 
the gold and gems of India thirty years 
ago could have produced a splendor like 
the electric lighting which will illumine 
the night fetes of this greatest of all 
durbars. 
^ 


To the American mind, naturally un- 


responsive to the pomp of royalty, the 
great durbar, with its gayly capari- 
soned elephants, suggests nothing so 
much as a huge circus, with gem laden, 
silk clad nlzams and rajahs and ma- 
harajahs for actors. Neither does the 
circus suggestion imply anything else 
:han respect and good will for George 
Nathaniel Curzon, the strong 
and 


manly figure who has to play em- 
perdr in the show. We may take his 
appointment to the viceroyship of India 
as a flne and delicate compliment to the 
United States through his beautiful 
American wife, Mary Victoria Leiter. 
In the procession which greeted their 
arrival in Calcutta, along the line In 
her honor the flag of the stars and 
stripes was twined with the union jack. 


At the real coronation in London Al- 


exandra was the central figure because 
of her grace and royal beauty; at the 
proxy coronation in Delhi she will be 
represented by a woman who bears her- 
self no less regally, and that woman 
the daughter of a plain American mer- 
chant who got rich by his own exer- 
tions. Blood tells. 


At the first entry of the Curzons into 


Calcutta, India's capital, all the people, 
brown and white, were attracted by the 
lady's wonderful beauty and graceful- 
ness; as she appeared in society she 
dazzled the white men and women, es- 
pecially the women, with her exquisite 
gowning. 


Lady Curzon is the perfect type of the 


American society woman. The splen- 
dors of the great oriental government 
house at Calcutta had no dazzlement 
for her because the home she had left— 
the Leiter mansion in Washington—is, 
while not so large, as magnificent as the 
vice regal residence in India. That 
home of her girlhood,, in Washington is 
nodeled after Scarborough 
Hall, in 


England. Its entrance hall is entirely 
of marble, walls, stairs and all. Prom 
the center the grand staircase rises and 
branches right and left. In the library 
is a magnificent mantelpiece of Ten- 
nessee marble warmed and gilded by 
the colored light that streams In 
through the stained glass windows.

Of course it is severely plain and simple, 
in the English fashion, but we like that 
style for bedrooms."

ornate. 


But perhaps Lady Curzon, vice reine, 


could not play her part so royally at 
the durbar if she had not been trained 
to more than oriental luxury as the 
daughter of a republic. Her beauty is 
of the kind that lights up like a star at 
night. Her eyes are really violet blue, 
the color of parma violets. They are 


coin of compliment and bow ourselves 
out. But she is more. She Is a bril- 
liantly intellectual woman, possessing, 
too, courage and nerve far beyond the 
ordinary society woman.

About 1:30 o'clock Saturday evening 


Ure broke out In the machine shop of 
the car department of the Wabash 
railroad. The blaze was discovered by 
the watchman, Joe Culbertson, » who 
turned In the alaim fiom the round 
house. 
About the same time some 


one pulled box 51 of the Gamewell sys- 
tem at the R. R. Y. M. C. A. The en- 
tire department responded, the No. 1 
crew going down Eldorado street and 
across at Calhoun street. No. 
2 got 


their notice over the box and went 
flrst to that point but they at once 
located the flre and went on (Sown the 
tracks. 


Yard Crew Cut Hose. 


The shop whistle was 
sounded at 


once and the shop men mid the wipers 
from the round house got two leads of 
the company's hose coupled onto the 
big yard plugs by the time the de- 
partment arrived, and these with one 
city lead were used to put out the 
flre. About the time the second lead 
was got in place a yard ciew intent 
on saving the coaches in the coach 
Shops which had been mistakenly re- 
ported to be on flre backed a string of 
cars loaded with scrap down No. 2 
shop track and put that line of hose 
out of business. 


The flre when discovered was burn- 


Ing briskly In the east end of the ma- 
chine shop Just above the 
enclosed 


stationary engine and seemed to have 
originated about the big pipe which 
brings the steam from the boilers be- 
hind the round house. There la no loft 
in the machine shop but the beams and 
rafters are covered with an accumula- 
tion of dust and this and the wood 
Itself are as dry as punk and the flre 
spread rapidly. 
Several times when 


the flre had apparently been quenched 
lit would blaze up again. The diffi- 
culty of seeing the condition of things 
'was increased by a leak in the valve 
on the big ^eteam pipe which poured 
out clouds of steam hiding everything 
from the view of the firemen.' 


The company's hose which is kept 


only for such emergencies had become 
pretty old and frequent leaks devel- 
oped which were temporarily corked 
by the leak sleeves carried by the city 
department. 


It was an hour before the flre was 


definitely out and the premises were 
closely watched all night to prevent 
a recurrence. 


Thought of His Records. 


I. S. Shoemaker, timekeeper, lives 


just opposite the shops on EH dor ado 
street and he was standing at a win- 
dow in his house when he saw the 
flames break out at the east end of 
the shop. He made about three steps 
to the door and a bee-line for the of- 
fices with the idea of saving his rec- 
ords. However, there was no danger 
to the surrounding buildings after the 
first five minutes and the flre was 
speedily got under control. 


Chanoe While He Talked. 


Eugene Head, city flre commission- 


er, and also employed in the office of 
the car department was In Qulnn & 
Seeforth's store when the flre broke 
out and had Just been regretting that 
he had not had an opportunity for a 
long time of attending a fire in his of- 
ficial capacity. Tom Quinn looked out 
the window and remarked that If that 
was what he wanted it was time for 
him to get busy for the rest of the 
town WRS already on the road to a 
flre. 'Gene made a run for the Num- 
ber 1 hose house and there 
learned 


that he was more interested than he 
had Imagined in the fire. A street 
car passing brought him to the depot 
and he was not far behind the crowd. 


The damage done could hardly be 


estimated last night. It was chiefly to 
the building which, while sufficient for 
the use to which it Is put la so badly 
out of repair as to demand a new 
building. None of the marhtnpry was 
damaged except by water and this 
wn» not much. The roof for half lt« 
extent was burned somewhat.

Amazing Vitality of Seeds. 


The duration of dormant vitality In 


seeds la still a vexed question. 
Some 


botanists of no mean repute support 
the view that seeds exp.osea to the air 
after having been long deeply buried 
In the earth resuscitate and germinate 
as usual; others, while admitting that 
healthy seeds retain for a limited time 
in favorable circumstances these pow- 
ers of revivification, are disposed to 
doubt the possession of this capacity 
for any lengthened period and to treat 
many of the reported cases as founded 
on Imperfect and inconclusive observa- 
tion. 


M. jules Polsson, In the

A root of 
a species called Viceroy 8old for 11,2^0. 
One called Semper Augustus brought 
12,600. Just now we are about to have, 
if signs do not fall, a ginseng craze. 
One man makes affidavit that he clear- 
ed $50,000 on one acre of it. Another 
advertise* that he can teach anybody 
to grow it so as to make not less than 
$25,000'an acre. 
This Is too tempting 


to let alone. 
All you need is an acre 


of ordinary land and a Chinese mer- 
chant to take the crop off your hands 
And there are mysteries about gin 
seng. 


I do not know why raw-fur mer- 


chants should handle ginseng, but they 
do. Most of the business is In the handi 
of Mott street Chinamen, who observe 
the strictest secrecy. American physi- 
cians maintain that there is no virtue 
in the plant, or root; nevertheless the 
price in China is constantly advancing 
A young man employed In Chinatown 
by two astute Chinamen earned fifty 
cents a. day cutting the strings off 
packages of ginseng, and for months 
was unaware 
of the fortune being 


made by his firm. It Is characteristic ol 
a Chinese mercshant to be reticent re- 
gai ding business matters. 
He Inquir- 


ed one day what ginseng was used for, 
and they told him "medicine tea." As 
a matter of fact, leaving all mystery, 
ginseng is the most powerful Invlgor- 
ant known In China. After arfew doses 
of It a man of 70 becomes as active 
and vigorous as a youthful Hercules. 


The young man 
mentioned says: 


"One of the meanest tricks in the gin- 
seng business is practiced down in 
Tennessee, and that is shoving small 
pieces of copper and lead wire Into the 
root to increase its weight and, con- 
sequently, its cost. Canada ginseng Is 
the best and dearest that can be had 
in the western hemisphere. 
It can be 


shipped into the United States free of 
duty. 
The Boxer troubles gave the 


Industry In China its death-blow, but 
it is beginning to revive again since 
peace was restored." If high society in 
America should drop cocktails and sub- 
stitute ginseng tea there would be few- 
er divorces.—Tip in the New York 
Press.

STREET SCENE IN LA GUAYRA. 
La Ouayru. which the allied German 


and British fleets llrst attacked, is tho 
seaport of Caracas and in connected 
with the capital by rail. The distance 
between the two titles Is between five 
and six mites by air line, but by rail 
about twenty-four. The streets of La 
Guayra are very narrow and are poorly 
paved. Many of them aro mere lanes 
between rows of badly built houses and 
are far from being attractive. 


THE PERERO OP CARACAS. 


If Venezuela is short of cash, she is

Venezuela Is- 'said to have about a 


thpihanct rivers, the grandest of. which 
is the Orinoco, which is navigable for 
nearly a thousand miles. Despite its 
size and depth, little Is known about 
the upper part of the Orinoco because 
of the.savage tribes that live along Its 
banks and because navigation ..Is im- 
peded- by luxuriant tropical growths.

RAILROAD. 


The Railroad between Caracas and La 


Guayra Is conspicuous because twenty- 
four miles of track are required to con- 
nect two places which are but little 
over a fifth of that distance apart.

LUXURIANT VENEZUELA PALMS. 


Venezuela is rich in vegetation, and 


her gigantic palms are famous for their 
great beauty. The region below the 
level of 3,000 feet is the country of the 
palms, which are Inferior to those of no 
country in stately magnificence and 
only Inferior to those of Brazil in varie- 
ty. The cocoa palm is most abundant, 
and the sago palm, the yagua, the chl- 
qulchlque, the giant royal palm and 
Others are common. 


HOMES OF THE LAKE DWELLERS. 


The strangest people in Venezuela are 


the Caribs, or native Indians, many of 
whom live in huts elevated above the 
surface 'of the lakes and marshes. 
These lake dwellings are picturesque 
features of Venezuelan scenery. The 
Caribs have a strange custom called 
"convade." When a babe is born, the 
father goes to bed for two weeks and is 
carefully nursed, while the mother at- 
tends to her household duties as usual. 
Kissing must be a lost art among the 
Caribs. The women pierce their lower 
lips and stick sharp pieces of wood, 
point outward, through them. Oscula- 
tion under such circumstances would 
certainly be a trying form of endear- 
ment, for the Carib, lover would be apt 
to lose an eye or two before he succeed- 
ed in saluting his ladylove. The Caribs. 
negroes and mixed races are numerous 
in Castro's republic, for the white pop- 
ulation is not more "than 1 per cent of 
the total. The largest lake in Vene- 
zuela is Maracaybo, which to about 149 
miles lone.

lanta/ when a through freight train 
was seen rapidly approaching, 
The 


headlight on the locomotive was burn- 
Ing, although it was 8:30 o'clock in the 
morning. A few of the, cattle got across, 
but three were caught by the train. 


On the first trial of the case young 


Atterberry testified that one of the 
cows stood in the middle of the track, 
gazing with fascinated interest at the 
glowing headlight and that she paid 
no attention to the rocks he threw 
at her to make her get off the track. 


The hypnotizing of the cattle by the 


headlight, Improperly burning in the 
daytime is one of the salient features 
of proof by which the plaintiff hopes to 
recover.—New York Journal.

NEW USE FOR THE X-RAYS. 


Japan Detects Dishonest Mint Em- 


ployes by Their Agency. 


A firm in Philadelphia has recently 


sold to that government one of their 
machines for a novel purpose. The rep- 
resentative of Japan, whd placed the 
order, Bald that in the governmental 
mints a great many gold dollars are 
coined, and there has been considerable 
loss through dishonest employes swal- 
lowing the small coins and thus tak- 
ing them out of the mints. There has 
been no way of preventing this until 
a clever official suggested the use of 
the X-rays, and the machine was or- 
dered at once. It is not proposed to put 
every employe to the test when leav- 
ing the mints, but he will be searched 
by electricity from time to time, un- 
expectedly, and 
any one of the em- 


ployes may be called up at any time 
to undergo the test. It is believed that 
the fear of detection will prevent the 
stealing, at least In the form now used. 
It is suggested that a machine might 
be used with profit (ln the South 
African diamond fields to make the 
black laborers honest. 
The field for 


X-rays in this direction seems to be 
large.—New York Evening Post.

granite pile erected along Riverside 
drive as a last resting place for ail 
that was mortal of Ulysses S. Grant 
is perhaps its chief charm to the hun- 
dreds of persons who, with doffed hats 
and hushed voices, daily visit it. 


The impression one pelves on en- 


tering the great doors Igf'a feeling of 
reverent awe, which never leaves until 
the open air is reached again.

Inch thick, cut out with a rouna cake

Date Patty Cakes. 


Mix a third of a tup of Boft butter 


with one and one-thlid cupfuls 
of 


brown sug.it. When partly creamed 
break In two eggs and beat the mix- 
ture until veiy light. Then add half 
a cup of milk. Measuie one and three- 
fourth cups of flour, add two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder and when mixed 
add the flour to the other mixture. 
Beat to a smooth batter, then stir In 
half a teaspoonful each of cinnamon 
and nutmeg. Stone half a pound of 
dates and cut them In pieces, flour and 
add them to the batter, then beat hard 
for two or three minutes. Bake 
in 


small heait-shaped patty pans, in a 
moderately hot ov«m and when cold 
cover them with vanilla Icing. 


Cocoanut Cones. 


Separate the whites from the yolks 


of three eggs, put *he whites on a 
chilled platter and beat them to a stiff 
froth; then fold In lightly half a pound 
of powdered sugar and six ounces of 
prepared shredded cocoanut. Take out 
a tcuepoonful of the mixture at a time 
and fornf It into a cone as quickly as 
possible, on buttered paper and bake In 
a quick oven until the conea are a gold- 
en brown on the tip.. 


Peeper Nuts. 


Take one pound of white sugar, three 


eggs, two teaepoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, 
almonds or other nuts, currants 


and cltronr«4to^|oe, cloves and cinna- 


to taste and flour to make a stiff 


dough. 
A pinch of salt added to the 


nuts is an improvement. 


Separate the eggs and^beat them to a 


cream and mix them with the whites 
of the eggs which have been whipped 
to a stiff froth; gradually beat in the 
sugar, then the nuts and fruit, spices 
and salt. Sift three cups of flour two or 
three times with the baking powder 
and mix until you have a dough that 
looks crumbly, it may be necessary to 
add a little more, flour. Pinch 
off 


small pieces of the dough about the 
size of hickoiy nuts, place them on 
well buttered tins, some distance apart, 
dust with powdered sugar and bake in 
a moderately hot over for about twen- 
ty minutes. 


Creme Bavaroise, With Ginger. 


Chop fine, pound to a paste and rub 


through a sieve four ounces of can- 
dled ginger; mix this with a pint of 
syrup made by boiling sugar and wa- 
:er together and flavoring with vanilla, 
then again rub through a finer sieve. 
Add half a box of gelatine which has 
been soaked in cold water, dissolve the 
gelatine In the syiup by standing It 
over hot water; then set over Ice and 
stir until it begins to thicken; then 
carefully fold In a quart of cream beat- 
en to a stiff froth; adding a handful 
of candied ginger cut into fine Bhreds. 
Pour the mixture into cylindrical mold 
and keep on ice until It is well set. 
When read to serve turn out on a 
dish and sui round with small lajy- 
flngers iced.

What Became of 


Idaho' 


Bodies of Some of 
i Crew. 


Senator Pettus Made His Speech. 
Senator Pettus, the oldest man In 


the senate, was talking on the militia 
bill. He was interrupted by several 
senators, and particularly by Senator 
Foraker, who talked ft>r about fifteen 
minutes. 


A group of men standing on 
the 


docks Thursday night were discussing 
the fierce wind storm that blew over 
Lake Erie all day Thursday, throwing 
the waves up against the breakwall, 
and making It dangerous for the small- 
er 6raft to attempt a trip up the lake. 


"It was in such a wind as this," said 


one of the men who took part in the 
conversation, "that the steamer Idaho 
started up the lake on her fatal trip a 
few years ago." 
• 


The sinking of the steamer 
Idaho 


and the loss of nineteen of her crew 
was one of the worst disasters that 
ever happened on Lake Erie. The Idaho 
was an oIJ vessel. Mariners declare 
that she should not have started out in 
such weather as that which \\as then 
prevailing, but the capUin and the 
owners evidently thought 
she could 


stand It, else she never uould have 
gone out. The Idaho after a fierce 
struggle with wind and wa\e succeed- 
ed In getting under Long Point, and 
she had protection for seme hours. Aft- 
er quite a wait the captain decided to 
proceed, and the boat \vas headed up 
the lake, but the fierce storm provee 
too much for her, and after a gallant 
fight she sunk. Only two men were left 
to tell the story of the disaster. The 
captain and eighteen of his men per- 
ished. 
The survivors were named La 


Force and Gill. 
They were forced to 


cling all night In a bitter cold wind 
to the mast of the Idaho, which pro- 
jected above the surface of the water, 
for the vessel went down in only six 
fathoms. They \vere picked up by an 
incoming steamer and brought to Buf- 
falo.

Of the nineteen men who perished, 


broke up long before she sank, BO that 
the bodies could not have been held 
prisoners in her The most likely the- 
ory, and the one that Is most generally 
accepted, ia that the bodies were swal- 
lowed up by the quicksand In 
the 


neighborhood of the wreck. Tending to 
confirm this theory is the history of a 
schooner which was called Fitzgerald, 
and which was lost on the shore near 
\\heie the Idaho sank nearly a score 
ol years ago. Vessehnen Say that 
when the Fitzgerald became stranded 
on the sand she immediately began to

off Dunkirk or Silver Creek many years 
ago. 
Time and time 
again reports 


have been circulate^ that the wreck 
of the Richmond has been found, and 
vesselmen prick up their ears the min- 
ute they hear it, for every one took 
a deep interest in the whereabouts of 
the Richmond, because It was not 
definitely known just where she 
did 


sink. 


Vesselmen believe that every vestige 


of the Richmond has long since been 
washed away, and that not even the 
framework of her hull remains.
